After all, all this language may be just the unual high 
pressure salesmanship to unload nothing in particular for something 
concrete, and when that something concrete happens to be a substant- 
ial dollar bill, one naturally pauses and looks for a reasonable explanat- 
ion. 


So here it is: What I'm inviting are subscriptions at one dollar per 
year to what for want of a better name is called a Mailing List Service. 
Each subscriber gets in 10 mailings a year, various circulars, offers, in- 
formative bulletins and plenty of money saving tips (just about stamps, 


: friends; only hobby I do ride is philately). All this is part one. 


Part two is rather on the startling side! Each subscriber gets 60 to 
100 what I call Philatelic Maps éach year and here we pass into some- 
thing right out of the orrdinary, for these multi-colored Philatelic Maps 
fit into any stamp collection perfectly, enhancing the appearance and 
value as no other philatelic accessory. These copyrighted beauties can- 
not be secured anywhere else in the world, though later on when a suf- 
ficient variety has been published I will offer them through other out- 
lets. What are they worth? Well each is just a piece of paper with a 
pleasing many-colored design, but if you value your time at all, just try 
and duplicate these by hand and in colors for less than one dollar each, 
never mind 60 or 100 of them! 


Part three is an anticlimax but it alone pays for the suffering of 
wading through so many words plus the shock of parting with a dollar 
bill. Each suberiber also gets a stamp or stamps that by any sensible 
idea of valuation alone are worth far more than one dollar! 


Now read the title of this piece once again. 


I specify a dollar bill but mint U. S. commems, at face are O. K. 
(use one on cover). No checks please, unless 18e be added for the bank- 
er’s eut. Better still send $5.00 for a 5-year subscription which brings 
correspondingly good value.

STAMPS as to the possibility of 
printer’s illustrative cuts being used 
to print counterfeit stamps is prob- 
ably answered in the following ad- 
vertisement in Scott's 1900 cata- 
logue:

LETTER TO EDITOR 
Montreal, November 19th, 1945. 


Mr. A. L. McCready, 
Popular Stamps, Cobden, Ont. 


Dear Mr. McCready: The interets- 
ing discussion by Mr. Wellburn and 
the Editor, published in Popular 
Stamps for November, on the inter- 
connection of the counterfeits and 
the early illustrations of the stamps 
of  Barnard's Cariboo Express, 
prompts me to offer the following 
desultory notes. While I have had 
long experience with United States 
locals, I do not possess the compre- 
hensive and specific knowledge of 


the Barnard post that Mr. Wellburn ; 


has. 

(1)My earliest example of an il- 
lustration of a Barnard stamp is in 
a Scotts International Postage 
Stamp Album of 1881. Here both of 
the words, “BARNARD’S” and 
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“PAID”, are in serifed capitals. The 
illustration was made from a line 
eut, in my opinion, and was not 
type-set. It does not match, in its 
type-faces, the cuts shown in Scott's 
later Supplementary catalogues.. 

(2) There also is a quite different 
stamp shown in. Coster's Les Postes 
Privee des Etats-Unis  d'Amerique, 
1882, page 34, though the words, 
“BARNARD’S and “PAID”, are 
again in serifed capitals. I have 
never seen any stamp, good or bad, 
matching this illustration, nor any 
other illustration like it that I can 
remember. 

(3) From my knowledge of locals, 
I can say this: That many of the il- 
lustrations of local stamps in Scott’s 
Catalogue of United States Stamps 
Specialized, published yearly, show 
counterfeit stamps, as did similar 
illustrations of locals that appeared 
earlier in Scotts Supplementary 
Catalogue of United States Local 
Stamps, Official Seals and Telegraph 
Stamps, edition of 1927 and prior 
editions, published irregularly. These 
illustrations of forgeries are being 
eliminated slowly, year by year, 
from the issued catalogues. But in 
every case that I know of, the illust- 
ration has apparently been made 
from an existing forgery, and not 
vice versa. My experience in this re- 
gard, of course, does not preclude 
the possibility, in any specific in- 
stance, of a forged stamp being pro- 
duced from a cut or from the print 
of a eut, as hypothetically suggested 
by Mr. Welburn. Nevertheless, in 
general, the forgers were leagues 
ahead of the catalogue-makers. 

Incidentally, the 1921 edition of 
Seott’s Supplementary showed the 
Barnard stamps (and others) re- 
duced in size, to meet the  require- 
ments of a restricted format, but 
the next and last edition, 1927 re- 
produced the stamps full size.

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Grimsby Post Office —1829 to 1832 


By R. A. JAMIESON 


Have you ever wondered just what 
went on in your Home Town One 


Hundred Years ago? I'm sure you 
have. 


Did you ever speculate about the 


intimate details of your postoffice 
One Hundred Years ago? 
Well, Grimsby, Ontario, isn't my 


postoffice but I suppose it is quite 
typical. And recently I have had a 
front seat at the day to day routine 
of the Grimsby postmaster, Mr. H. 
Nelles, from July 1st, 1829, to Dec- 
ember 31st, 1831. Sounds fantastic, 
doesn't it? But it's true. 

For the Grimsby postmaster kept 
a “Daily Journal” of all letters mail- 
ed from his office. He recorded these 
in a book called “SENT LETTERS". 
The individual statistics of each let- 
ter show to where it was sent (not 
necessarly addressed). The book al- 
so shows whether the letter was 
“PAID” of “UNPAID”, also the 
amount so paid or unpaid, or if the 
letter was “FREE”, or if there was 
“FORWARDED POSTAGE”  (pos- 
sibly in case the letter was to travel 
outside Canada). There was a “RE- 
MARKS” column too, where it was 


recorded if the missive was a 
“MONEY LETTER”. The “RE- 
MARKS” column also listed other 


interesting comments on various let- 
ters. 

Please remember that this book 
carries the individual statistics of 
every letter mailed over a period of 
two and one-half years. Sounds like 
a somewhat Herculean task  judg- 
ed by present-day standards. But not 
so in Postmaster Nelles’? time. Be- 
cause I have averaged the statistics 
for one year and find that he averag- 
ed just four and one-half letters each 
day over the twelve month period. 
So probably Mr. Nelles was a butch- 
er, a baker or just a  candle-stick 
maker as well as the Village Post- 
master. Some of you Niagara Pen- 
insula historians should be able to 
tell me. I would like to hear from 
you. 


“Hardly worth while keeping a 


postoffice open for four letters a 
day" you say. Not so in 1830. The 
cost of mailing each letter averages 
Sixteen and One-half cents. So that 
the year’s postal receipts amount to 
$228.00, which would be real money 
in those days. And I have calculated 
my currency at Four Shillings to the 
dollar and maybe I snouia have used 
some other yard-stick. Money was 
very confusing in those days. 

I am giving below some statistics 
taken from this very unusual book. 
“Where did I get it?” you say. Well, 
it’s a secret, but I borrowed it from 
a friend in Hamilton, Ontario, and 
that’s one reason why I’m glad that 
I attended that Toronto, Hamilton 
and Buffalo dinner last month. 

Thé following is based on records 
from the following quarters to make 
the Twelve Month period:— 

1829—July, August, Septemeber. 

1830—October, November, December. 
1831—January, February, March, April, 

May, June. 

This was done just to get a true 
cross-section of the period covered by 


the book.

is figured nineteen to the pound. 


I am not altogether clear on the 
meaning of  *Forwarded Postage". 
In most cases it seems to accompany 
letters marked to a border point but 
not always. You will remember that 
the book shows only to the last place 
in Canada. For instance if the letter 


were addressed to New York, the 
book would show only to Niagara, 
or some other border point. The 


U.S.A. postage was another matter— 
about which Mr. Nelles did not have 
to concern himself particularly. Be- 
ing no intensive student of “Stamp- 
less Covers" I wil have to rely on 
others for the explanation of a letter, 
for instance, addressed to Oxford, 
U.C. (Woodstock, Ont.) recorded as 
“Unpaid 1s. 14%4d—Forwarded post- 
age 614d.” Woodstock was nowhere 
near the U.S.A. border. Possibly it 
was carried from there by some pri- 
vate carrier—I don’t know. 

In order to appreciate fully the 
book I am endeavoring to describe, 
you should examine again your “Hol- 
mes" or Jarrett" to see just how 
primitive postal affairs were in 1830. 
Stage coaches between Kingston and 
York (Toronto) had just commenced 
to operate in 1817. The first horse- 
drawn railway in Canada (between 
Chippawa and Queenston) did not 
start business till 1835. The year 1830 
is the very one in which Susanna 
Moodie’s famous book was written in 
which she complained of the heavy 
expense in postage to mail her man- 
uscripts to the United States. 

(From a casual survey of the book 
I would say that York (Toronto) was 
the most favoured postoffice by the 
Grimsby mail. Among other places 
to which mail was directed were:— 
Vittoria, Raleigh, New Market, 
Queenston, Ancaster, Burford, Nel- 
son, Oxford, Napanee Mills, Trafal- 
gar, Port Talbot, By-Town, Thorn 
Hill, Waterford, Wellington Square, 
Crammahe, Norwich, Yarmouth, Del- 
eware, Darlington, Bayham, Demor- 
estville, Hallowell, Smithville and 
Credit.

No new Canadian slogans have 
been seen since last report. There 
were apparently no “REMEMB- 


RANCE DAY" or “BUY VICTORY 


BONDS" for these events although 
several Meter Slogans were made 
and used by the Pitney Bowes 
machines in most towns for the 
Ninth Loan. 

The only seasonal slogan so far 
seen is “MAIL YOUR / CHRIST- 


MAS / PARCELS / EARLY” from 
Kamloops, the same type in general 
use since 1925. Kamloops has used 
five different Slogans this year, the 
only other towns in British Columbia 
having used Post Office Slogans 
during 1945 are, Vancouver 4, and 
Victoria 2, probably less than for 
over 20 years. 

Mr. Whitehead’s comment is quite 
correct, Sept. 4th. may be taken as 
the Official date for the elimination 
of blackout cancellations on the 
Pacific Coast but in Vancouver both 
Blackout and Town machine cancels 
were used on the 4th and 5th and 
handstamps such as Mr. Whitehead 
reports were used at least a week 
later, especially in the sub-Post Of- 
fices. Miss Kimball of Victoria  re- 
ports the town cancel for that city 
as early as Sept. Ist. 

We would like more criticism and 
amendments from others as this 
assists in compiling accurate re-

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cords—which do not appear to have 
been kept in the past. 

For instance: referring to Kam- 
loops again, the Postmaster states: 
—“The first Post Office was estab- 
lished at Kamloops on May 5th, 1870, 


and a cancelling machine was  in- 
stalled in 1922. For years the only 
cancellation used was the wavy line, 
and later this was interchanged with 
the die “HELP PREVENT FOREST 
FIRES". Yet Pike reports this slog- 
an used at Kamloops in 1920 and 
1922 and we have these on fuil cover 
—backstamped to verify dates. 

An interesting point in the Post 
Masters letter is that the Kamloops 
Office was established in 1870, there- 
fore British Columbia stamps must 
have been used there for at least 
one year—with a numeral cancellat- 
ion, but the number of this has never 
been recorded by Jarrett, Holmes or 
in any other list I have seen.

EDITORIAL—After all most of 
us are just stamp collectors. And 
what we want is just more stamps 
for our collections and more general 
information. True, some like  hair- 
lines and  re-entries, some others 
may be interested in the postmarks 
of Sardinia, while a few are intrigu- 
ed with the Wisconsin  postoffices 
since 1492. But these latter are  re- 
latively few compared with the 
thousands who just like stamps, and 
who are quite well satisfied so long 
as they fill a few blank spaces each 
month. So, to all you editors, pub- 
lishers, writers and Presidents of 
Philatelie Societies, when you are 
dusting off your New Year's resol- 
utions, don’t forget the common or 


garden variety of  philatelists who 
really make the big wheels of the 
hobby turn. 

BOOK REVIEW—Here’s a book 


that you won't find quoted much in 
the well oiled grooves of orthodox 
philately. I refer to “The Life and 
Adventures of a Philatelist" by AI- 
vin Good (W. E. Longshore & Co., 
Orrville, Ohio— price $1.00). Quite a 
bit of stamp history “from the other 
side of the railway tracks" is re- 
counted. The author was associated 
with the late George H. Worthing- 
ton (who formed one of the world's 
great collections) for twenty-two 
years. Alvin is quite an axe-man 
and some important heads fall in his 
basket. Truly it is one of the most 
revealing books I have thumbed 
through in many moons. 


ANNOUNCEMENT — Have just 
read in the daily press that Presid- 
ent Roosevelt's collection is to be 
auetioned by H. R. Harmer, Ine. of 
New York. The news will probably 
have reached the stamp mags. by 
the time you read this. Some think 
that this famous collection should 
be placed in a museum intact. But 
I’m not one so-minded. The history 
of some collections relegated to 
museums has been tragic. Personal- 
ly I can’t think of anything that 


would please me more than to ac- 
quire just one stamp from the Pre- 


sident’s collection. And I am sure 
that thousands of others take the 
same view. 

OBSERVATION—No doubt sev- 
eral tons of paper have been con- 
sumed in writings about our Three 


Cent “Small Cent”. Designations of 
the various. color changes and shad- 
es depend to some extent on the de- 
gree of color blindness of the person 
who happens to be talking. So where 
does it all lead? Perhaps, sometimes 
to confusion, or perhaps to the 
stamp on cover with well defined 
postmark. But that cannot be con- 
sidered as final. The letter post- 
marked in 1872 may have been mail- 
ed with a stamp bought in 1871 or 
1870. All of which  smacks of 
mystery and sometimes of dismay. 


STATISTICS—If you happen to 
have a complete set of ‘Popular 
Stamps" from the very beginning 
(which I have't) you will find that 
this issue is No. 77. This exceeds by 
one the whole numbers of “The 
Dominion Philatelist". It is exceeded 
by only “Stamp Herald” which in 
later years was bi-monthly and by 
“Emco”, the house organ of The 
Marks Stamp Co. I don’t believe in- 
formation on Vol. 1 of “Popular 
Stamps" has been recorded before, 
so here it is—there were seven num- 
bers in the first volume—(Jan. Feb.) 
March, April (June—July) October 
and (Nov. Dec.) all in the year 1938. 

ADDENDA-—There is at least one 
distinet variety of Canadian flag 
cancel not shown in Odells “Canad- 
ian Flag Cancellations” published by 
“Popular Stamps". It is the first 
trial flag conceived for the “Royal 
Visit". It is an ordinary flag with 
mast, the upper left quarter with 
the “Union Jack” and the remaining 
three quarters filled with this in- 
seription—Royal / Visit / King 
George VI Queen Elizabeth. There 
is a French counterpart as follows— 
Viste / de leurs / Majestes / Le Roi 
George VI / La Reine Elizabeth. It 
would have been a bold and spect- 
acular flag cancel if used.

1938 — THIRTEEN-CENT IMPERF. 


We learn that a sheet of 50 of Can- 
ada Scotts #242, the 13c of the 
1938 issue (the only one so far 
known) has turned up imperf. This 
found its way to Detroit and upon 
division remains largely in  posses- 
sion of Detroit collectors who paid 
nice prices per pair or per block. 
Only one pair came to Canada. We 
have been unable to learn where the 
find was made or who was the orig- 
inal owner, but understand the sheet 
was divided as follows:
